The scheme to reduce the army has been 
completed, and was reported 
Rom the 
House Military Committee on Tuesday. 
There is no danger that it will become a 
law, though it may pass the House, as the 
Northern Democratic Members must of 
necessity “knuckle down” to the Southern 
Members, and sustain the bill.

Horatio Seymour on Water. 


His letter to Senator Wiadorn: I am glad 
to see that you hold your ground with re­ 
gard to water roo ter. Ina little time the 
public mind will be with you. In this 
State there bas beep a great change in I bt: 
views of our people. The whole country 
has been stirred up about the kind ol 
money we shall use. 
However grave this 
may be, it is a little matter compared with 
the question ol our ability to sell to the 
world what we raise on our lands. If we 
can do this we shall have all the gold and 
silver we want, lf we fail to do this we 
shall be poor, our credit will be low and 
our money will be scarce and poor. 
We 
are to raise more gram than we ever have 
raised. 
War may, tor a time, make a call 
for our gram, but we must not count upon 
war which may not lake place, and which, 
in any event, will soon be over 
Cau we 
then sell our grain in Europe against those 
who raise grain in Europe ? 
We can, if it 
does not coat lex) much to gel it there, and 
this will turn upon a very small sum. Ii it 
costs three cents too much to carry grain, 
we shall lose many millions of dollars. If 
the West does not sell its grain It cannot buy 
of the East what the East has to sell. The 
wheels of commerce and industry will all 
be checked. 
We do not know that there 
will be a war between Great Britian and 
Russia, but all must see that we are to 
have a long fight with Russia for the mar­ 
kets of Europe, and upon this turns the 
whole question of the revival of the trade 
and prosperity of our country. 
Can our 
railroads give us a victory * 
They have 
uses ot their own which water routes can­ 
not meet. 
On the other hand, without 
water routes they will and do charge more 
than they should. 
They have coat too 
much. They cannot live unless they make 
pock with each other. They cannot make 
pools with waler routes, because each roan 
owns his own boat. For this reason En­ 
glish railroads have bought up English 
canals to get them out of the way. 
They 
have done this in other countries rn Eu - 
rope. They have tried to break down the 
lake, river and canal rontcs in this country. 
They will lad as to the great lakes and the 
Erie Canal. Just now most men think 
that water routes have lost their value. 
The truth is, they grow in value as new 
railroads are made. The Erie Canal was 
never worth so much to New York as it is 
to-day. It carries at a low rate an J makes 
the railroads do the same.

E X P E R IM E N T * W I T H T R E E * . 
Those who have experienced so much 
trouble In transplanting hickory trees will 
learn with pleasure the results of some 
testa made by Messrs. Merrill and Bump of 
this city. The great trouble has been that 
in transplanting, it is almost impossible to 
keep from breaking off the end of the long 
tap-root which strikes deep into the ground* 
and when this la broken off the tree does 
not seem to be able to sustain vitality 
enough to endure transplanting. A year 
ago this spring these gentlemen went oat 
into the woods, and finding some youog 
hickory trees, dug trenches two feet or 
more deep leading to the tap-roots, and on 
reaching them cut them off, aud then filled 
in the dirt, and did not otherwise disturb 
them. This spring they visited the trees 
and found them thriving fully as well as 
any of their fellows, aud on digging them 
up, found that from the tap root had 
sprouted 
forth 
small 
branch- 
roots 
which 
were 
furnishing 
sustenance to tho trees. 
From this it 
would appear that the trees have not 
strength enough to bear transplanting att 
the rude breaking off of the tap-root at tbe 
same time, but that if a year before traus- 
planting the tap-rojt is cut off, these ten 
drib will strike out and the following year 
they can be taken up and transplants 
With an assurance that they will live.

We have had during 
the past month several good shipments of early 
unwashed fat sheep wools from Ohio, and have 
•old them quickly at fall price, which shows that 
buyers hero are ready to take new wools in pre­ 
ference to tbe poor lots of old now remaining 
which have had the beet young wool selected oui 
of them. We expect a quick market for early 
shipments of new wools. Utah and Montana and 
other similar wools are entirely out of market ana 
are much inquired for by manufacturers. We 
anticipate a good demand for them the coming 
season, t oiorado and New Mexico we >la art* I i i 
fair request.
